The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason for allowance for parent application no. 09/571 ,682 applies to the 
instant application since the instant claims define an epoxy resin blended with the same 
hardener of formula (a), (b), (c) and (d) as denoted in the claims of the parent 
application which was deemed to be patentable over the closest prior art to 
Ito et al. Patent No. 6,180,695. 
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Ito et al. (col. 5, Synthesis Example 4) shows the reaction product of a resole 
phenol-formaldehyde resin and 9,10-dihydro-9-oxa-10-phosphenanthrene-10-oxide. 
However, claimed formula (a) which most closely resembles the prior art reaction 
product contains phenolic hydroxyl groups (i.e. X = oxygen) as opposed to the 
hydroxymethy! groups of the resole resin of Ito et al. (col. 3, lines 10-11). 

U.S. Patent No. 6,797,821 claims a dihydric phenol with pendant diaryl 



phosphorus groups. The most closely related claimed formula (a) contains materially 
different Q' and Q moieties from the X radical of the patent which attaches the two 
phenolic groups.
